IMPORTANT NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS. 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them: 


Section 35 Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944. 
‘Before making any assessments the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications in some public place in the town, or shall 
notify them, in such other ways as the town directs, to 


make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
polls and their estates real and personal, not by law ex- 


empt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
Ist day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after being 
requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the assessors or the county commissioners for any abate- 
ment of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his ap- 
plication and satisfies them he was unable to offer it at 
the time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last 
known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 


method that brings notice home to the taxpayers.”

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of 
Palmyra, qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to as- 
semble in the Town Hall in said Town on Saturday, the 
ninth day of March, A.D. 1968 at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act on the following articles to wit:

Art. 7. To choose a Road Commissioner or act on 
anything relating thereto. 


Art. 8. To choose a Fire Warden and fix compensa- 
tion for same. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to elect a Budget 
Committee and act on anything relating thereto. 


Art. 10. ‘To choose a Director for a three year term on 
School Administrative District No. 48. 


Art. 11. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote 
to give a discount on taxes paid on or before July Ist, 1968 
or act on anything relating thereto. 


Art. 13. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote 
to charge interest on all unpaid taxes after such date as the 
town shall determine, or act on anything relating thereto. 


Art. 14. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to procure loan or loans in antici- 
pation of taxes, for the purpose of paying the indebtedness 
of the town, such Joan or loans to be paid during the cur- 
rent municipal year out of money raised during the current 
year by taxes.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Palmyra 
February 18, 1966 to February 15, 1967 


An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Palmyra for the fiscal year ended February 
15, 1967. The audit consisted of an examination of the 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector and other municipal officials. 

The fiscal years’ operations showed that the net un- 
expended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$12,7776.78, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 15,304.39 
Overdrafts 2:52 1:64 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 12,776.78 


Revenue derived from excise taxes, the overlay and un- 
expended balances in the town charges and interest ac- 
counts were the major factors contributing to the depart- 
ment balance lapsed to surplus. The larger overdrafts oc- 
curred in the highway accounts. 

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 

ASSETS — The general fund cash balance of $17,210.12 
was on deposit in the First National Bank of Pittsfield, 
Maine at Febraury 15, 1967. 

Accounts receivable of $104.96 represented expenditures 
made for welfare recipients. 

Taxes receivable totaling $9,945.16 consisted principally 
of current year accounts of $7,333.56. The remaining bal- 
ance of $2,611.60 was due on assessments dating from 
1961. Unredeemed tax liens totaled $5,766.94 and date 
from 1959, 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS — The ap- 
propriation accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$532.46, representing various operating account balances 
that were carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $32,554.81, 
an increase of $13,274.14 for the year. The change was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed. 

TRUST FUNDS — Trust fund principals totaled 
$7,788.33 at the year end. Other than an amount of 
$1,168.33 due from the general fund, the funds are invested 
in various utility stocks. 

RECOMMENDATIONS —- The recommendations con- 
cerning the commitment of supplemental taxes and the ap- 
proval of tax abatements by the assessors, which were of- 
fered in the preceding report, are worthy of further consid- 
eration. : 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recorded cash transactions. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depositories or by direct con- 
firmation. An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, pay- 
rolls and cancelled checks were examined for a selected 
period. 

Debt and trust transactions were examined and invest- 
ments verified by direct bank confirmation and/or actual 
inspection. The correctness of other recorded assets and 
liabilities was verified on a test basis. 

Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Appropriations for departmental 
Operations were determined by the examination of the 
town clerk’s records. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing 
Services in Palmyra in the Year 1968 


A staff member of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing provided public health nursing services in the 
town of Palmyra. A summary of these services is pre- 
sented as follows. 


During the May school registration, the nurse inter- 
viewed the parents of children entering school in the 
fall. Complete health histories were obtained on each 
child, and recorded on the official school health record 
by the nurse. At the time of registration, vision tests, 
using a visual testing machine, were given to the chil- 
dren by Mr. Donald Hills, school principal. Individual 
hearing tests using a puretone audiometer were given 
by the nurse. The results of both tests were recorded 
on the child’s school health record by the nurse. Home 
visits were made to children who failed these tests. 
Families were given assistance with planning for fur- 
ther evaluation by a private physician or Crippled 
Children’s Services. 


In September individual hearing tests using the 
puretone audiometer machine were conducted on all 
pupils in the school, with the assistance of Mrs. Celia 
Clark, teachers’ aid, who was trained by the nurse. A 
total of one hundred and twenty-three children were 
tested. Pupils with a hearing loss were retested by the 
nurse and referred for further evaluation and medical 
care. Results of the tests were recorded on the child’s 
school health record by the nurse. 


In December the nurse, with the assistance of Mrs. | 
Celia Clark, teachers’ aid, administered tuberculin tine 
tests to school personnel and all pupils in kindergarten. 
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A total of thirty tests were given. All tests were de- 
clared negative by the nurse and recorded. on the child’s 
school health record. 


Medical examinations were given to pupils in grades 
one, three and five by Paul Briggs, M. D., school physi- 
cian. The examinations were conducted at the Scott 
Webb Memorial Hospital. The nurse reviewed the 
medical appraisal recorded on the child’s school health 
record to determine need for further evaluation and 
medical care. All medical appraisals were found to be 
negative. 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages 
when requested by a physician, patient or family, town 
official, school personnel, social or welfare agency, to 
give nursing care and health supervision under the 
medical direction of the attending physician.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing 
Services in Palmyra in the Year 1969 


A staff member of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing provided public health nursing services in 
the town of Palmyra. A summary of these services is 
presented as follows. 


In February an oral polio clinic was held in the 
school. Fifty-seven pupils participated. The nurse ad- 
ministered oral trivalent polio boosters to twenty- 
seven pupils, and first oral polio to thirty pupils. In 
March a second clinic was held at which time seven 
pupils received oral polio boosters, and five pupils re- 
ceived first oral polio. In May a third clinic was held 
at which time thirty-five pupils received their second 
oral polio. All polio administered was recorded on the 
school health records by the nurse. 


During the May school registration, the nurse in- 
terviewed the parents of twenty children entering 
school in the fall. Complete health histories were ob- 
tained on each child and recorded on the official school 
health record by the nurse. Vision tests using a visual 
testing machine were given by the school principal 
and recorded by the nurse. Hearing tests were not 
given as the audiometer was not available. 


The last of May a diabetic detection program using’ 
the Dri-Pak method was offered in the community. A 
total of one hundred seven individuals participated. 
All tests were negative. 


In June the public health nurse attended a two 
week workshop on nursing care of the mentally re- 
tarded child held at Boston University.

In September individual hearing tests using the 
Puretone audiometer machine were conducted on all 
pupils in the school, with the assistance of the teach- 
ers’ aid. A total of one hundred forty one pupils were 
tested. Five pupils with a hearing loss were retested 
by the nurse, and referred for further evaluation and 
medical care. Results of the tests were recorded on 
the child’s school health record. 


Vision tests using the vision testing machine were 
conducted on all pupils by the teachers’ aid. Five pu- 
pils failing the test were referred to the nurse; three 
pupils were referred to Eye Care and Special Services. 
Additional home visits will be made, as indicated, to 
assist families to obtain further evaluation and cor- 
rective measures. 


On September twenty-third, the nurse attended the 
Palmyra Parents and Teachers Association meeting 
and spoke on the various services of the nurse in the 
community, with emphasis on the school health pro- 
gram. 


The nurse administered tuberculin tine tests to 
school personnel and all pupils in kindergarten on Sep- 
tember twenty-sixth. A total of twenty-nine pupils 
were tested. All tests were declared negative by the 
nurse, and recorded on the child’s school health record. 


During September a meeting with the superintend- 
ent, assistant superintendent, and public health nurses 
serving the schools within the district met to formu- 
late some written school health policies. 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages 
when requested by a physician, patient or family, 
town official, school personnel, social or welfare agen- 
cy, to give nursing care and health supervision under 
the medical direction of the attending physician.
